RUDOLPH IS GIVEN 


LIGHT SENTENCE 


Crippled Member of Oormerstag Trio 


Gets 21-2 Years—Mother and 


Daughter Are Discharged. 


The final chapter In the famous 


Ponnerstag affair came to a close 
Thursday, when Rudolph Donnerstag, 
the oldest of the trio of counterfeit- 
ers, pleaded gcilty In United States 
circuit court at Madison and was sen- 
tenced by Judge G. L. Sanborn tc 
two and one-half years In the federal 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 


• As stated In .Tlie ,Xew Xorth of 
last week Albert and Hugo were each 
sentenced to four years In the prison. 
Their sentences began at noon last 
Wednesday. 
Tlie boyi' mother, Mrs. 


Hannah Donnerstag and their sister 
Clara, who were arraigned for being 
Implicated In the case, were discharg- 
ed. 
- 


Rudolph Is the brother wlio was 


shot" in the leg by- a deputy mar- 
sliall while attempting to resist 
arrest after his escape from the Mad- 
ison jail and as a result of the wound 
the leg was amputated. It was prob- 
ably owing to this fact that tlie court 
took pity on the prisoner and made 
his sentence less than tliat of the 
others. 


When Albert and Hugo appeared 


before the court To plead guilty and 
receive sentence, they seemed not the 
least disturbed 
over the matter. 


They greeted many of those whom 
they knew among thewitnesses'inthe 
courtroom and.. Appeared -to -be-in 
very bouyant spirits. After they had 
been vntenrvl, H»<jo »¥*-e<3 Tud^e 
Sanborn if what time they liad al- 
ready spent In jail could be credited 
to their penitentiary sentence. When 
the Judge replied that such was Im- 
possible the boys became somewhat 
crestfallen. 


Tlie witnesses from this city who 


liad been subpoened on the case re- 
t u rned TI lu rsday n Ight. Be fore leav- 
ing Madison many of tlie witnesses, 
who were acquainted with the Don- 
nerstags visited the brothers at the 
jail and were cordially received. 


Despite reports to the contrary the 


prisoners professed to harbor no ill 
will against any one who had taken 
part In their case- 


in pleading guilty tiie brothers were 


given extremely light sentences con- 
sidering the serious nature of -the 
charges agaiast them. Had they re- 
mained for trial, there is not a ques- 
tion but wliat they 'would lave been 
found guilty, and in tint ca.se their 
punishment would have been much 
more severe. 


In the federal prison, like a state 


penitentiary, prisoners are allowed 
time off for good behavior. Provid- 
ing the Donnerstags obey the rules 
and regulations at Fort Leavenuorth 
arid cause the ortlcia's no trouble, Ru- 
dolph will be at liberty In a little 
over two years while Albert and Hu- 
go will be required to serve about 
three years and two months.
